The reply filed on 9/21/06 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action 
because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): 

(1) The 35 USC 112 rejection of record clearly stated that the preamble of the 
claim must be consistent with the organization of claimed elements under the preamble. 
Applicant has amended claim 1 such that the preamble claims only an apparatus for 
pulling line (not an apparatus for pulling line in combination with the line) but the 
organization of elements under that preamble contain the apparatus for pulling the line 
in combination with the line. Applicant has not argued why this amendment provides 
consistency of the preamble with the elements recited under the preamble. In this 
sense applicant's response is found to be incomplete. 

(2) Page 6 of applicant's remarks states that applicant "traverses" the 35USC1 12 
rejection. Applicant is advised on the record that all traversals by applicant of a 
rejection that are not accompanied with reasons for the traversal of the rejection are 
considered to be response without traverse of the rejection. The lack of reasons for 
applicant's traversal is considered to be an incomplete response.
